to work last night.

“We have gained our point,” 
sad a Barking shop steward.

Before news of the settle- 
ment reached him, the Presi- 
dent had told a joint session 
of Congress that unless the 
strikers returned he would 
undertake to run the railways 
by the U.S. Army. 

“There is no alternative,” he 
added. “This is no longer a 
dispute between Labour and 
Management. It has now be- 
come a strike against the Gov- 
ernment itself.” 


Then the President interrupted 
his own speech to announce the 
settlement. 

And as the news flashed round 
America and the world, telegrams 
were already on their way to 
every striker ordering him back to 
work. 

Commenting on this, Mr. Whit- 
ney, president of the striking rail- 
waymen, said that a normal rail 
service should be restored in four 
hours (2 a.m. tomorrow). 


Even as the settiement was 
being signed President Truman 
was warning Congress: “ This 
kind of strike can never be 
tolerated. If it is allowed to 
continue the Government will 
break down. 

“Strikes against the Govern- 
ment must stop. I appear before 
you to request immediate legis- 
lation designed to help stop 
hem.“ 

Presidefit Truman said tem- 
porary legislation should be en- 
acted for a period of six months, 
to be followed by permanent 
legislation leading to the formula- 
tion of a long-range labour policy 
designed to prevent a recurrence 
of such crises as the present ones. 


‘ MANDATORY 
PROCEEDINGS’ 


Temporary legislation should 
apply only to those industries in 
which the President by proclama- 
tion declared that an emergency 
had arisen, President Truman 
said. 

He added that such legislation 
should, “firstly, authorise insti- 
tution of injunctive or mandatory 
proceedings against any union 
leader, forbidding him from en- 
couraging or inciting members of 
the union to leave their work or 
to refuse to return to work, and 
subjecting him to contempt pro- 
ceedings for failure to obey any 
order of a court made in such 
proceedings. 

Just before the strike ended Mr. 
LaGuardia, Director-General of 
UNRRA, said that as a result of 
the stoppage 50 ships, which were 
to have taken 230,000 tons of relief 
supplies overseas, were lying idle 
in U.S. ports, while a further 
300,000 tons of UNRRA goods, in- 
tended for export before June 15, 
were at a standstill on their way 
to the ports.

OLICE were combing London and the Home 
PP counties late last night for the two convent girls 
who vanished mysteriously a week ago following a 
car ride from their home in Dolphin- im A Westminster, 


to Bethnal Green. 


They are red-headed, freckle- 
faced Marian Feilker, aged 
thirteen, and her younger 
sister, dark, bespeckled Valerie, 
aged eleven. daughters of Mr. 
Nathan Feilker. an architect. 

The mystery began when the 
girls returned home on Monday 
from a convent school in Here- 
ford. Their grandmother, Mrs. 
Deborah Marks, of Gosset-st., 
Bethnal Green, told me: 

“The two girls were sent home 
from the convent for some reason 
—I don’t know what. 


“Their father was away on 
business, but their stepmother ; 
sent them by car, with their 


fifteen-years-old brother, David, 


for me to look after. Only | 


David arrived. 
“It was not until Wednesday— 


two days later—that David con- 


fessed that his sisters had been 
with him, that they had stopped 
the car at the corner of Bethnal 
Green-rd. and Brick-la. and had 
made him swear not to tell me 
they were with him. 

“He added that he did not 
know where they had gone.” 


Mrs. Lucille Feilker, who was 
much distressed, told me at her 
flat in Dolphin-sd.: “I can’t 
understand it. They were both 
extremely fond of their father, 
and I don’t know where they 
could have gone, unless they are 
staying with friends. 

“I sent them to their grand- 
mother because I had to go away 
for a couple of days. Now I have

had to send their father away to 
friends. „He is on the verge of 
collapse. 

Mis Leihe Feilker is step- 
mother of the children. She was 
formerly Miss Lucille Deloney, of 
Port of Spain, Trinidad. 

Both girls know their way 
about London. When pupils at 
the Jewish Children’s Community 
at Ascot, Berks, they were con- 
sidered among the star scholars. 

Earlier yesterday their father 
said: “If they are not lost they 
may have been kidnapped.”
